Perfectly Legal.

For a gecond time the local court de-
clares valld und commendable the ten-
contract bhetween the City of
Soranton and the Barber Asphnlt come-
pany, for repalring the nspthalted

streets, The equity suit of H, Camp-
bell and Willlam Farrell, brought hy
Attorney ., Comegys, counsel for the

Alcatrazg Paving company,
the contract and the ordinance under
which it was executed, was yesterday
diemissed by Judge R, W. Archbald,
at the cost of the pluintilY, on the de
murrer flled by Clty Solleitor A, A,
Vosburg and ex-City Solleltorr 1. H.
vounsel for the Parber com-
pany.

The former case was that of K,
Mosee against the same partles, with
the same nttorneys as counsel in each
case, Judge Gunster gave the decjs-
lon,

The charges of fraud In connection
with the passage of the ordinance and
execution of the contract, whioch Judge
Archbald characterizes as "very loose-
Iy and Indefinitely made,” were ox-
pressly withdrawn at the time of the
wrgument, and the only question left,
which the court deemed worthy of dis-
cuseion, was whether the councils had
A right to make a contract for repairs
of gtreets extending through a term of
years,

cepted, but the repalrs contemplated in
this contract are not “ordinary,” but
on the contrary, “extraordinary.”

“It may be,” the judge says, “that [t
would be to the decided advantage of
the clty to equlp Itself to do lts own
repalrs, but the mayor and c¢ounclls
who passed the ordinance authorizing
the contractapparently, thought other-
wise, and, over thelr judgment we have
no control, The conditlons, at least,
were not ordinary, and they had a
right to meet them as they have, and,
assuming that the clty was not in
shape to do Ils own repairing, the con-
triuct extending over a term of years
wis the only reasonable and economi-
cinl way of fggeting the problem.

"By it, the city, In consideration of
a fixed annual expenditure extending
through a term of years yet to come,
was enabled to get the Lenefit of jm-
medinte repairs, largely In excess of
the amount at once payable; and the

rate bargained for was lkely to be
materially less when the party who
was to do the work had the cost of

the plant, which had to be maintalned,
spread over len years, Instead of
ing concentrated upon one or two
These conelderations and others, which
might be referred to, entirely Jjustify
and approve the contract as made,
